Especially ig it devoting atten- 
tion to China and Manchuria. Japanese 
officials throughout China, attacheg to 
local consulates, are Studying the needs 
of the people and paving the way for 
the introduction of Japanese goods.

In the Japanese official gazette, in a 
statistical review of Japan’g foreign com- 
merce, it ig revealed that Japan’s im- 
ports in !t906 showed a decrease over 
those of the preceding year of $35,- 
000,000, while her exports increased $5!,- 
000,000 in 1906: The country was shown 
to have a balance of trade in its favor 
last year of $85,000,000. Japan eent 
abroad more goods than she brought in 
for her own consumption. In 1906 the: 
imports were $83,000,000 in excess of the | 
exports. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
Japan's importations of raw cotton is 
that only about one-fourth of it is. 
bought direct from the United States. | 
Japan secures her cotton through Eng- 
land and her cotton goods from Ger- 
many. ; | 

In 1905 Japan purchased $55,000,000 of 
raw cotton and in 1906 $41,000,000.

“In every county visited this trip, my 
endeavors were heartily and unanimously 
endorsed, except by ten adverse votes out 
of all the multitudes of people I had the 
honor to address, The ten votes included 
one mayor, who gaid he endorsed Ti!- 
man’s views—using ‘Tillman’s language. 
At another place a citizen arose and said 
he believed jn lynching negroes until the 
law is changed. The third man was the 
editor of the county paper. He said he 
had not yet decided as to the stand he 
would’ take. The other seven  vyoted 
against me without giving their reasons 
for their action. This shows a most 
gratifying state of public opinion, as 
openly expressed in forty-nine counties 
in the southern part of the state. Public 
opinion on law and order is rapidly 
changing for the better. This is+fully 
attested by the record of the names 
below. 

“In each county visited I asked for 
the appointment of a committee of rep- 
would co- 
in every needed way, with the 
officers’ of the law in preventing and 
suppressing lawlessness and crime and, 
especially criminal assaults. 

“The second sertice I have asked the 
committees to render is to aid the sher- 
iffs in securing law-abiding citizens to re- 
form the posse, to pursue and apprehend 
criminals who have outraged the law and 
to see that the lawless element of the 
community is entirely excluded from such 
pursuit. 

“It is generally known that the crowds 
that rush in pursuit of alleged criminals 
are composed, mainly of the lawless, who 
claim to be the people administering jus- 
tice by their own hands. 

‘These crowds of the lawless over- 
power the sheriff by physical force, or 
more likely, by the number of votes they 
carry, and our laws are outraged by crim- 
inal procedure. 

“The late Judge Bleckley forcefully 
said: ‘Nothing is more certain than that 
mob executions increase the criminal 
population of the state. The larger the 
mob and the more secure of immunity, 
the more criminals are lodged in the 
bosom of society and each man is no less 
guilty than if the crime of the whole 
mob had been committed by himself 
alone. Murder is none the less wicked 
because perpetrated by a crowd.’ 

“It is expected that the committees, 
appointed by the law-abiding people in 
the respective communities, will change 
these conditiong and keep all the methods 
for apprehension and punishment with- 
in the authority of the law.

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EARLY PLANTING OF CROPS. 


“he conditions of weather and soil 
were s0 favorable during February 
ound Maich that many far-ners were 
induced to plant much earlie- than 
usual. When the average fa-mer “gets 
ready” to plant corn, he is apt to feel 
inclined to begin, if the weather is 
Still warm and balmy, especially if 
one or more of his neighbors is al- 
ready planting ('‘n March 3C severs) 
Spaldiig county farjuers askcu: 
“Would »7v commence planting cotton 
now? My corn is all up, my coiten 
lend is ali’ well prepared and every- 
thing is reac\{’;?” My reply was that 
everything a all right excepting 
only the “time of year,” and advised 
him to weit at least ten days 

Well, we are all liable to “give way 
to the temptation t« plant early. ‘The 
condition reminds me somewhat of the 
spring of 1849, of which I wrote a 
few days ago. So far, however, the 
results have not been so disastrous. 
The corn has not been utterly killed—. 
only “stunted’—a la Williamson meth- 
od, and if his theory be true, should 
make more than if it had grown off 
without hindrance. We shall see.

Of course, in the 
case of small garden crops, of which 
an abundance of seed {is on hand or 
easily obtainable, planting may occur 
at an extra early date—taking the 
chances. Even then it Is better, re- 
gardliess of the then condition, to put 
in a few fresh seed once a week un- 
til a permanent. stand shall be _ se- 
cured. In the planting of squash, can- 
taloupes, lima beans, cucumbers Fa 
good old-time practice was to prepare 
the hills with a broad, smooth 
faee. ‘hen make a cross-mark divid- 
ing the hills in four quarters 
vou would divide a pie into quarters).

So you see the ton of cotton seed at 
$18.00 would gol for enough to buy 
1,440 pounds of meal, at $25.00 per ton, 
or 640 pounds of meal in excess of the 
fertilizing value of the ton of seed. 

(2)—The mixture of 25 bushels of 
cotton seed; 300 pounds of potash- 
acid (10-6) and 200 pounds ‘of high 
grade guano (say 9—2—2) would an- 
analyze about: 4.40—2. 10—2.35. 
This would be quite high jn 
nitrogen and potash (possibly not 
too high in potash for your 
sandy land).

100 BUSHELS OF CORN PER ACRE 

O. J. Walker, Clover, 8. C.—I want 10 
ask you a few questions on farming. I 
have a fine acre of bottom land and I 
wan to make |!0 bushels of corn on it, 
and I want your advice on how to fert!- 
lize to get it. I would appreciate infor- 
mation very much. 

Answer—You do not indicate the poss!- 
ble yield of the acre of land under good 
cultivation and with good seasons and 
without the aid of fertilizers or manure. 
The problem. submitted is not therefore 


in proper form for solution. Don’t you 
see that if the land, unaided, would 
yield (or has yielded), say, 30 ‘bi ishels per 
acre, the yield would, have, to be in- 
creaseq by 70 bushels, or more than 
trebled, while if it would y! idla (or has 
yielded) 60 Dushels per acre, an increased 
vield of only 40 bushels would be re- 
quired to meet your desire. 

I would break the land deep and close 
and harrow, and, if necessary, plow again 
and again harrow, until the soil is a 
mellow bed, free as possible from clods, 
and 12 inches in depth. Lay on in rows 
4 feet apart and apply 600 pounds. per 
acre of a mixture of 1,000 poundg acid 
phosphate, 600 pounds cotton meal and 
30 pounds of muriate of potash. List on 
it. Then apply as nruch as 600 pounds 
per acre of the same mixture in each of 
the listing furrows. Do this at once (t 
should have been done before now), and 
finish out the middles with a good shove 
furrow. When ready to plant harrow 
down the beds, open a good furrow and 
drop plenty of good seed corn, so as to 
leave a stalk every /!2 inches, or two 
stalks every 24 inches. This would give 
vou 10,800 stalks on the acre and should 
yield 100 bushels ss. ac tre ground js 
already quite rich, and (2) if rain shall 
be reasonably abundant.
